Satellite Is Scrubbed; 
Saturn Blastoff Set 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—Payload 
trouble 
forced 
post­ 
ponement today of an attem pt to 
launch the Explorer 17 satellite, 
wiping out half of a scheduled 
space doubleheader. 
As the satellite shot was post­ 
poned, the countdown was pro­ 
ceeding on the Saturn superbooster 
which was set to blast off between 
1:30 p.m. and 5:30 p.m. Eastern 
Standard Time. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration reported the 
Explorer 17 launching was off un­ 
til at least early next week. 
An official said that a preflight 
check showed a flaw in a mass 
spectrom eter, one of eight atm os­ 
pheric measuring devices packed 
iu the 410-pound satellite. He said 
the instrum ent would have to be 
replaced by another being flown 
here from NASA’s Goddard Space 
Laboratory in Maryland. 
The mass spectrom eter was to 
m easure electrically neutral par­ 
ticles as the satellite made ex­ 
ploratory 
sweeps 
through 
the 
earth’s 
atmosphere 
at 
altitudes 
between 155 and 580 miles. Ex­ 
plorer 17’s assignment is to make 
a thorough study of the structure 
of the atmosphere. The satellite 
was to have been shot aloft be­ 
tween 9 p.m. and midnight by a 
Delta rocket. 
One of Saturn’s engines was to 
be

deliberately 
during 
flight to determine the 165-foot 
tall, 470-ton vehicle’s ability to op 
crate with a dead engine. 
As on 
three 
previous Saturn 
flights, only the first stage was to 
be tested. Two upper stages and 
a nose cone were dummies. 
The booster stage powerplant, 
most powerful known rocket in 
the world, was geared to develop 
1.3 million pounds of thrust and 
burn about two minutes. The spent 
Saturn then was to coast upward 
to an altitude of 77 miles before

Ohio Sonata Favors 
Law To Raquira Work

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio’s 
Republican-controlled Senate vot­ 
ed 19-12 today, on a strict party 
line vote, to require able-bodied 
relief recipients to work in re­ 
turn for their assistance checks. 
The measure now goes to the 
House. 
The action m arked the end of 
the legislature’s 12th work week. 
The poor relief bill was spon­ 
sored by Sen. Roy B. Gardner, 
R-Ricbland, a retired Air Force 
colonel and a noted conservative. 
A number of Ohio counties al­ 
ready have work program s for 
those able-bodied persons receiv­ 
ing relief checks. Present law per­ 
mits, but does not require, work 
in return for public assistance. 
The Senate proposal contains a 
feature 
to 
which 
metropolitan 
areas object. It provides relief-free 
residence in the state for one 
year before a person can qualify 
for assistance. Present law pro­ 
vides legal residence in a county 
before relief may be granted. Met­ 
ropolitan counties fear an influx 
of relief recipients in search of 
bigger relief checks. 
The proposal makes provision 
for workers displaced by autom a­ 
tion. Those persons, recipients of 
relief, may be required to work 
on retraining projects in order to 
qualify for assistance. 
The relief m easure vote came 
after S e n a t e Minority Leader 
Frank W. King, D-Lucas, chal­ 
lenged on the Senate floor a state 
m ent by Republican Gov. Jam es 
A. Rhodes in his budget m essage:

Keep Gotham 
Papers Idle 


NEW YORK (AP) — A small 
group of union photoengravers 
holding out for a 75-minute cut in 
their work week—kept eight New 
York City daily newspapers off 
the streets today and threatened 
to prolong the 111-day newspaper 
shutdown indefinitely. 
The rank and file of AFL-CIO 
Photoengravers Local I voted 191- 
111 Wednesday night to reject a 
proposed contract that would have 
ended their strike — the last of 
four against the papers. 
The engravers overrode 
their 
own leadership and turned down 
a 
settlement formula 
that had 
been 
recommended 
by 
Mayor 
Robert F. Wagner and accepted 
by other newspaper unions in­ 
volved, 
including 
the 
printers, 
whose Dec. 8 strike led to the 
blackout. 
There are 320 newspaper photo­ 
engravers among 20,000 newspa­ 
per employes in the city. 
As the unexpected action came, 
the eight papers were ready to 
resume publication with today’s 
editions. Two of the papers—the 
Times and the Herald Tribune — 
had announced 
an 
increase in 
newsstand prices from 5 to IO 
cents, so sure wers they of pub­ 
lishing today. 
‘‘I don’t know just exactly what 
we’re going to do now,” said Tur­ 
ner Catledge, managing editor of 
the struck New York Times. 
“We will have to sit down with 
the publishers,” said Frank Mc- 
Gown, union local president, who 
had recommended acceptance of 
the settlem ent. “The major objec­ 
tion from the floor was the lack 
of a 35-hour work week.” 


Youth Sniffs

while he was sniffing glue.

from San Bruno, Calif. “ My face 
is not the sam e. It’s so high up 
on this side.” 
Flores’ left jaw was fractured 
and two teeth dislodged when he 
and Helen Klaben, 21, of Brook­ 
lyn, N.Y., crashed Feb. 4 on an 
isolated 
mountainside 
near the 
British Columbia-Yukon border. 
Miss Klaben made a reservation 
to leave W hitehorse this afternoon 
on the sam e plane her older broth­ 
er Arthur, of Wethersfield, Conn., 
was scheduled to take from Seat 
tie to Whitehorse to join her. 
Miss Klaben’s flight—and Mrs. 
Fiores’ arrival—could be delayed 
by a snowstorm which has par­ 
alyzed air travel in and out of 
Whitehorse since Wednesday. 
Miss Klaben planned to fly to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, then to Ju ­ 
neau, where she could board a 
jet for Seattle en route to New 
York. 


Miss Klaben sent for her brother 
to help her sift through bids pour­ 
ing in for rights to her survival 
story. One magazine has offered 
$8,000. 
Mrs. Flores and Arthur Klaben 
m et briefly Wednesday night in 
Seattle as they awaited passage 
to Whitehorse. 
“ I can’t explain it in words,'’ 
said Mrs. Flores, 39. “but all this 
tim e I knew he would be found.” 
She said the couple’s six chil­ 
dren “had even m ore confidence 
than I had.” 
“ I feel very strongly that the 
only thing that saved him was his 
faith,” she added. Flores, 42, is 
described as a devout Mormon. 
Employes in the cable and as­

departm ent 
of 
Ampex 
Corp., where Mrs. Flores works, 
donated the money for her flight 
The storm also may delay a 
visit to the remote crash site by 
an investigating team from Cana­ 
d a’s Department of Transport.

Flores had no tents, sleeping 
bags or snowshoes.

plane carried two cans of tuna, 
four cans of sardines, two cans of 
fruit salad and a box of crackers 
when it crashed on the flight from 
Whitehorse to Fort St. John, B.C., 
en route to the United States. 
E arlier Flores and Miss Klaben 
h id said their only food was two 
cans of sardines, two cans of fruit 
salad and a few crackers. Miss 
Klaben said they also ate two 
tubes of toothpaste when their 
food ran out. 
The food ran out in about a 
week, they said, after which they 


subsisted on melted snow. They 
failed to snare any of the num er­ 
ous rabbits they saw.

Mos­ 
cow says their aircraft were more 
than 200 miles away. 
Washington authorities said the

The Krem lin responded with an 
equally emphatic denial in a brief 
note. 
U.S. oficials said the Soviet Un­ 
ion contended their planes flew no 
closer to the U.S. border than 350 
kilometers (about 218 miles). 
The State Department declined 
to make the note public. Officials 
said it was up to the Soviets to 
do that. 
Moscow appeared to have no de­ 
sire to make a big issue over the 
incident. U.S. informants said the 
note was very short and devoid 
of propaganda I'mbellishments the 
Communists often include in their

HA\ANA (AP)—Prim e Minister 
Fidel Castro threatened today to 
arm Cuba with long-range bomb­ 
ers and convoy Cuban shipping 
unless the United States clamps 
down on hit-and-run raids against 
Cuba by exile groups. 
In a communique Castro held 
the United States responsible for 
an attack on a Soviet freighter 
by Cuban exiles Tuesday night. 
“If these attacks continue Cuba 
will see herself in a situation of 
considering 
acquisition of long- 
range bombers as well as naval 
equipment necessary to escort our 
merchant ships, protect our sup­ 
ply lines and repel aggressors,” 
the communique said. 
The latest Castro blast came as 
American FBI, Coast Guard and 
other agencies were reported to be 
“ doing all possible” to discourage 
raids on Cuba by Cuban refugees 
living in the U.S. 
President Kennedy, while repeat­ 
edly expressing a desire to see the 
island country freed of commu­ 
nism, does not believe hit-and-run 
tactics are effective toward this 
goal. In fact, the President be­ 
lieves they may even strengthen 
Castro, rather than contribute to 
his downfall. 
Castro’s 
taflc 
of 
long-range 
bombers was an obvious refer­ 
ence to the Soviet 750-mile-range 
jet bombers the Soviets sent to 
Cuba last fall along with medium- 
range missiles. 
After the United States put a 
naval blockade on Cuba, Soviet 
Prem ier Khrushchev 
agreed to 
withdraw the missiles 
and th* 
bombers. The U.S. 
governm ent 
said it counted 42 of each on ships 
leaving Cuba. The Soviet govern­ 
ment 
informed 
W ashington 
in 
December this was all the so- 
called “offensive” weapons it had 
sent to Cuba. 
The lives of Soviet crewmen 
were put in grave danger and the 
merchantman was left seriously 
damaged in Tuesday’s raid, Cas­ 
tro said. 
In Miami, a spokesman for the 
anti-Castro Commando L group 
said the raiders slipped into the 
port of Isabela de Sagua on Tues­ 
day night, 
attacked the Soviet 
freighter and left it “badly in 
need of repairs to keep it from 
sinking.” 
The spokesman said the raiders 
returned 
safely 
to 
their 
base 
“ somewhere In the Caribbean.” 
The raid was the second exile 
attack on a Soviet freighter in 
Cuba this month. The first was 
March 17. A Justice Departm ent 
official said in Washington there 
is no evidence the March 17 raid 
was launched from American soil. 
Castro also charged that “Yan­ 
kee agents” sabotaged a Bolivian 
airliner which crashed last week 
in southern Peru. He said the 
agants were after documents car­ 
ried by two Cuban couriers on the 
plane.

Jordan after the Arab-Israeli war, 
when Abdullah annexed Palestine 
west of the Jordan River and with 
it annexed som$ frightful head­ 
aches. 
Samir El Rifai, 64, is the new 
premier. If this is supposed to be 
a gesture toward Nasserites in 
Jordanian Palestine, or to Nasser 
and his new allies in Syria and 
Iraq, they are unlikely to appreci­ 
ate it. 
Rifai, one of the few veteran 
politicians from the east side of 
the 
Jordan 
River—the 
throne’s 
only real source of strength—hat 
been called a number of times 
before, usually when the crown 
was in trouble. 
At 26, Hussein undoubtedly sees 
a mounting threat to his 10-year 
reign. 
Iraq and Syria are dominated 
by regimes trying to reach an 
Arab unity agreement with Nas­ 
ser. He probably sees also the 
possibility of an Israeli military 
move in his western frontiers if 
an arab union should menace the 
Israelis. He may see the possi­ 
bility of an upheaval in Saudi 
Arabia to the south, depriving him 
of his alliance of convenience with 
the Hashemite family’s onetime 
blood enemies, the house of Saud. 
Recent

develop­ 
ments may have the seeds of a 
sort of unity without real unity, 
one that would permit Hussein to 
join 
without 
surrendering 
his 
throne. But Nasser’s Egypt, built 
up by Soviet and U.S. aid, gets 
stronger and stronger. 
In the Arab Middle East, the 
day of kings, whether absolute or 
constitutional monarchs, seems to 
be drawing to a close. Hussein’s 
gamble may do little more than 
postpone 
the 
upheaval 
in 
his 
country.

Now York's 'Fees' 
To Go Up, Not Taxes 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — Gov. 
Nelson A. 
Rockefeller has 
the 
approval of the New York Legis­ 
lature for a record, S2.82-billion 
state budget. It came after a long 
fight in which he suffered a set­ 
back but preserved a key element 
in what apparently is his bid for 
the 
Republican 
nomination 
for 
president next vear. 
The fiscal program as approved 
requires $35.4 million in additional 
state levies but it will be raised 
under the designation of “fees,” 
allowing Rockefeller to continue 
his policy of reporting to Repub­ 
lican 
audiences 
throughout 
the 
nation he has held the line on 
taxes. 
The Rockefeller budget for the 
fiscal year beginning next Mon 
da. was approved Wednesday by 
the Republican-controlled legisla­ 
ture. 
The spending will be more than 
$200 million over current levels 
A substantial part of the added 
money will be obtained by moving 
payment dates of state income 
taxes withheld by employers to 
bring more collections into the 
1963-64 fiscal year. 
The Rockefeller fiscal plan was 
approved eight weeks after the 
Republican 
governor 
submitted 
his original budget, calling for 
$2.89 billion in spending. He rec­ 
ommended increases of $48 million 
a year in motor vehicle registra­ 
tion fees and $57 million in liquor- 
license 
charges 
to 
help 
meet 
added costs. 
The governor originally had said 
that economic growth in the state 
would provide additional revenues 
to meet sharply rising expenses 
and there would be no need for 
raising taxes. 
He since has said he was misled 
in his fiscal planning by what 
turned out to be overoptimistic 
economic forecasts by the admin­ 
istration of Democratic President 
Kennedy.

“Doctor. I can’t explain it. I just 
don't feel right.” 
The doctor usually persists in 
seeking an accurate description of 
| the sensation b ecause this b ecom­ 
es important in making a diagnos­ 
is. 
Dizziness is a 
sensation that 
makes you feel either that ob jects 
rotate ab out you or that you rotate 
ab out stationary ob jects. With it 
comes an awareness of instab il­ 
ity in standing or walking. 
Patients often say, “This must 
b e what it feels like to b e drunk.” 
The technical name for dizziness 
is “vertigo”, which means “turn­ 
ing.” 
The intricate network of nerves 
involved in dizziness is controlled 
b y the central “switchb oard” for 
b alance deep in the inner ear. Di­ 
rect 1 i n e s go out to the b rain, to 
the muscles of the eyes and legs 
and even to the nerves responsib le 
for nausea and vomiting. That is 
why dizziness is so often associat­ 
ed with nausea, unsteadiness and 
with difficulty in focusing the eyes.

If your head is spinning in con­ 
fusion uith terms and symptoms, 
just rememb er that most dizzy 
sensations do not indicate seri­ 
ous disease. Nevertheless, all diz­ 
ziness must b e traced to its origin. 
Often it is gratifying to find that 
b y limiting the daily intake of flu­ 
id and b y restricting salt, under 
supervision, the 
sense of imb al­ 
ance disappears. Dramamine and 
many of its variations 
give addi­ 
tional comfort for minor causes of 
dizziness. 
Even the more complex cases of 
dizziness, such as Meniere’s Dis­ 
eases. will r e s po n d to specific 
drugs like histamine. In more ex­ 
treme cases of vertigo, which are 
rare indeed, new and intricate op­ 
erations, including surgery b y ul­ 
trasound, have b een successful.

NEW YORK (AP)—Is America, 
home of the fast buck, becoming a 
world cultural leader? 
There 
are 
some 
intellectuals 
who fondly believe so. 
But George 
London, 
born 
in 
Montreal. 
Quebec, 
regarded 
by 
many as the world’s finest bari­ 
tone, thinks that, culturally speak­ 
ing. we still have a long, Tong way 
to go. 
'There are about 150 fine Amer­ 
ican singers permanently engaged 
in German cities,” remarked the 
Metropolitan 
Opera 
star. 
“Why 
are they over there? They are 
over there because they can find 
no work over here ” 
“There 
are 
few 
opera 
com­ 
panies in this country, and only 
one that has a full season. There­ 
fore our talented youngsters have 
to go abroad to find a place to 
display their talent.” he said. 
London feels that the fine arts 
will never truly flourish in the 
United States until they get some 
kind of government subsidy.

the arts.” 
London, 43, trains to keep in 
shape. 
“The public has been 
condi­ 
tioned through motion pictures to 
keep visual sight of a perform­ 
ance. It’s essential today that we 
keep in better shape than the 
opera stars of a generation ago,” 
he said. 


For a while London used to 
work out systematically with bar 
bells. But that became too com­ 
plicated for one who 
travels as 
much as he does. Bar bells are 
too wearing on the ordinary bell 
hop. 
“Now I follow a regular p r o ­ 
gram of calisthenics. That’s pretty 
boring, but after a while it gets 
to be like brushing your teeth.” 
One of the traditional woes of 
the baritone is that in most operas 
he is religated to the role of vil­ 
lain, and the tenor winds up with 
the pretty girt. This doesn’t worry 
London.

Regulation or Abolishment? 


There is a report c u r r e n t in 
Washington that President Kenne­ 
dy is aoout to ask Congress to set 
up an administrative agency to 
r i d e herd on the administrative 
agencies. But the question is whe­ 
eler the regulators need regulat­ 
ing, or whether they might better 
be abolished in favor of atomatic 
regulation by 
the forces of free 
market competition. 
An 
administrative 
agency 
to 
w a t c h over the administrative 
agencies would, in the nature of 
things, be a body consisting of de­ 
tectives and judges. The 
super- 
administrators would have to be 
endowed with the power to snoop. 
Since only a mediocre man w i l l 
take a supervisory job if he knows 
that he is to be spied upon and 
second-guessed, the existence of a 
super-administrative agency with 
quasi - police and quasi - judicial 
powers would, over a stretch of 
time, automatically lower the cal­ 
ibre of such bodies as the Feder­ 
al Communications 
Commission, 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion and the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission. 
There is, of course, soft talk at 
present about limiting a super­ 
agency to something less than 
“ czar-like” powers. But if it lack­ 
ed the ability to make its rec­ 
ommendations stick, it would mere­ 
ly create another hazard to be sur­ 
mounted in the long process of 
settling disputes between the regu­ 
lators and the regulated. And soon 
the cry would arise, “Who will j 
regulate 
the regulators 
of 
the 
regulated?” Somehow it makes one j 
think of that old song, “Who Takes 
Care of the Caretaker’s Daughter ! 
while the Caretaker’s Busy Taking 
Care?” 
The cry for an agency to watch 
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over the agencies is a perfect ex­ 
ample of the operation of Parkin­ 
son’s Law of Bureaucratic C e l l 
Division. Once the agency is set up 
it would inevitably develop its own 
sub-empires, devoted to this and 
that bit of specialization. As Pro­ 
fessor Parkinson says, ‘Work ex­ 
pands to fill the time available 
for it.” And as the Professor ela­ 
borates, 
“Expenditures 
rise 
to 
meet income.” The super-agency 
would multiply time for work and 
it would have income to s p e n d . 
The taxpayer would, of c o u r s e , 
pay the bill, either directly or 
through inflation of the currency 
to cover an addition to the feder­ 
al deficit. 
The direct way 
of regulating 
such laggard and malfunctioning 
administration agencies as 
t h e 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commiss­ 
ion would be to prune their func­ 
tions severely. President Kennedy 
has himself suggested this. Some 
of the more m o r i b u n d com­ 
missions might easily be abolish­ 
ed, at no loss to anybody save the 
regulators themselves. 
When the Interstate Commerce 
Commission was set up, in the 
fateful year of 1887, there was a 
shadow of an excuse for it. Prior 
to the post-Civil War spate of rail­ 
road building across the western 
p l a i n s , the railroads of Ameri­ 
ca had been effectively kept from 
rate-gouging by the existence of 
alternative river or canal routes. 
S i n c e grain from Chicago could 
be shipped east to Buffalo by the 
competing Great L a k e s 
water 
route, old Commodore V a n d e r - 
bilt’s New York Central couldn’t 
say very well, “The grain shipper 
be damned.” Once 
the w h e a t 
grower had moved to the high 
plains of the West, however, where 
the r i v e r s 
are too uncertain 
and too shallow to provide an al­ 
ternative carrying s e r v i c e , the 
railroads could raise 
their rates 
with impunity. 
So the I. C. C. may have been a 
valid response to a need of the late 
Nineteenth 
Century, but today, 
with our modern grid of automo­ 
bile roads and our proliferation of 
airlines and long-distance pipelin­ 
es, there is 
plenty 
of 
natural 
competition to hold railroad rate- 
makers in check. So why not prune 
the powers of the LC C. or e v e n 
get rid of the danged thing entire­ 
ly? 
There are, 
currently, four big 
railroad mergers pending at t he 
I.C.C. The rail mergers might best 
be speeded, not by the creation of 
a super agency to tell the I.C.C. to 
hurry up, but by riding the I.C.C. 
i t s e l f out of town on a rail, lf a

Yet the patient us- 
u a 11 y has difficulty describing 
the feeling. 
“ Well, I feel woozy” or “sort of 
faint” or “I feel lightheaded” or 
“Doctor, I can’t explain it. I just 
don’t feel right.” 
The doctor usually persists in 
seeking an accurate description of 
the sensation because this becom­ 
es important in making a diagnos­ 
is. 
Dizziness is a sensation that 
makes you feel either that objects 
rotate about you or that you rotate 
about stationary objects. With it 
comes an awareness of instabil­ 
ity in standing or walking. 
Patients often say, “This must 
be what it feels like to be drunk.” 
The technical name for dizziness 
is “vertigo”, which means “turn­ 
ing.” 
The intricate network of nerves 
involved in dizziness is controlled 
by the central “switchboard” for 
balance deep in the inner ear. Di­ 
rect I i n e s go out to the brain, to 
the muscles of the eyes and legs 
and even to the nerves responsible 
for nausea and vomiting. That is 
why dizziness is so often associat­ 
ed with nausea, unsteadiness and 
with difficulty in focusing the eyes. 
There are many causes for dizzi­ 
ness. 
Changes in blood pressure, high 
and low; infections of the middle 
and inner ear; toxic reactions to 
drugs; head injuries and severe al­ 
lergies are only a few of the caus­ 
es. You can understand, therefore, 
why detailed study is necessary 
determining the basis for vertigo. 
In recent years, there has been 
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marked interest in a condition 
called Meniere’s Disease. 
In 1861 Dr. Meniere described a 
specific condition which was 
a 
combination of rotatory dizziness 
with noises in the ear and diminu­ 
tion of hearing. Since then, Men­ 
iere’s Disease has become a catch­ 
all label for many of the undiag­ 
nosed cases of dizziness. 
But not all dizziness means Men­ 
iere’s Disease. This must be 
em­ 
phasized because the name Men­ 
iere’s, for some strange reason is 
associated with unnecessary anxie­ 
ty by those who “think” they have 
it. 
If your head is spinning in con­ 
fusion uith terms and symptoms, 
just remember that most dizzy 
sensations do not indicate seri­ 
ous disease. Nevertheless, all diz­ 
ziness must be traced to its origin. 
Often it is gratifying to find that 
by limiting the daily intake of flu­ 
id and by restricting salt, under 
supervision, the 
sense of imbal­ 
ance disappears. Dramamine and 
many of its variations 
give addi­ 
tional comfort for minor causes of 
dizziness. 
Even the more complex cases of 
dizziness, such as Meniere’s Dis­ 
eases, will r e s p o n d to specific 
drugs like histamine. In more ex­ 
treme cases of vertigo, which are 
rare indeed, new and intricate op­ 
erations, including surgery by ul­ 
trasound, have been successful. 
Because the physical discomfort 
of dizziness is 
accompanied 
by 
marked emotional overtones your 
doctor, with his accurate diagnos­ 
is, can treat both the physican and 
the psycyological aspects of your 
problem and return you 
to com­ 
plete health.

EDITOR’S NOTE-New ventures 
as varied as their locales are 
changing the economic map. In 
this final article of a four-part 
series, Sam Dawson, AP business 
news analyst, looks at how some 
sections are faring and planning— 
and dreaming.

NEW YORK (AP) — New ven­ 
tures are perking up many com­ 
munities and regions.

The overbuilt 
areas are far outnumbered by the 
underbuilt.

Florida 
resorts 
report 
they’ve had a bumper 
crop of 
vacationists in the early months 
of 1963. So have many winter 
sports areas in New England and 
New York. In fact, the recreation 
boom this year will aid the econ­ 
omies, winter or summer, of half 
the states. Old tourist attractions 
are being promoted, new ones 
built. 
Growing number of Americans 
over 65 is speeding the growth 
of 
specialized housing develop­ 
ments, notably in Florida, South­ 
ern Caifornia and Arizona where 
whole communities are springing 
up for the retired. Spending habits 
of senior citizens may be sedate, 
but nevertheless add to the total. 
Science is a boon to some cities 
and their suburbs. It has placed 
new industries in surprised local! 
ties and revitalized old industrial 


centers. The billions of dollars go­ 
ing into research, for government 
of private enterprise, carry 
the 
seeds of still more inventions, 
r ore best-selling products, more 
jobs. 
Other factors have changed the 
industrial 
map 
of 
the 
United 
States and spread manufacturing 
and trade into once predominant­ 
ly rural regions. 
The postward trend of decentral­ 
ization has led to flights of in­ 
dustry from the cities to the sub­ 
urbs, but even more importantly 
to the scattering of branch plants 
across the land. 
Many cities have projects under 
way to revive downtown areas. 
Shopping malls, 
shim 
clearance, 
tax 
incentives, 
even 
struggles 
with the traffic mess 
and 
the 
smog, are gibing old centers new 
hope. 
Private industry plans to step 
up its spending this year for plant 
and new equipment by 5 per cent.

ROME (AP)—The symbolic red, 
white and green flame of fascism 
flowers 
on 
election 
posters I 
throughout Italy and still burns 
bright in the hearts of a million 
and a half Italians. 
Diehard blackshirts and many 
of their sons will vote in the na­ 
tional election April 28 under their 
old motto: “ Vigiliacco chi molla” 
—“Who yields is a coward.” 
They still claim, as Benito Mus­ 
solini did 40 years ago in his 
march on Rome, that their party 
is 
Italy’s 
last - ditch 
defense 
against communism. 
Even the party’s leaders see no 
real chance that they will ever] 
win back power. But they are 
pledged to Mussolini’s old idea oL 
state socialis rn— the 
corporate j 
state. 
After the war they reorganized 
their party as the Italian Social 
Movement (MSI). For a while it 
gathered 
strength. 
In 
the first 
postwar 
parliamentary 
election, 
in 1948, they polled only 2 per 
cent of votes. Five years later 
they won 5.8 per cent. That was 
the MSI peak. In the latest na­ 
tional election, in 1958. their votes 
dropped to 4.8 per cent, or 1.4 
million. 
Although outnumbered 5 to I, 
the Fascists have given eager bat­ 
tle to Italy’s big Communist party 
for the past 15 years—in riots in 
the city squares and fist fights 
in Parliament. 
It is not against the law for an 
j Italian to be a Fascist. There is 
no law against a political party 
under such an innocuous name as 
the Italian Social Movement, even 
if its political aims are Musso­ 
lini’s old goats of state socilihm, 
and even if its 
members 
call 
themselves Fascist. 
What 
is 
against 
the 
law 
is 
“ apology for fascism”—that 
is, 
glorifying the Fascist era by using 
its banners and slogans and signs 
or praising its ideals.

Now it’s 22 full j 
counties and parts of 19 others,' ’ j 
says 0. A. Alderman, chief of the 
Forestry 
Division—a

of the 
Natural Resrouces Department— 
since 1927. 
From January to June last year, 
there were 1,146 tires in the pro- j 
tection area—558 in March alone 
—involving 8,595 acres. 
“ Most fires are man - caused,” 
Alderman 
says. 
And 
Idleman 
adds: 
“ Each year about 
45 to

cent of 
Ohio’s forest fires are 
caused by those we call ‘debris 
burners.’ They may be farmers or 
those who lives in .suburbia or any­ 
one burning something to get rid 
of it.

lie detector or hypnosis tests for 
Sheppard. 
The 
attorneys 
claim 
these m ight produce evidence of 
his innocence. 
Ohio’s commissioner of correc­ 
tions, M. C. Koblentz, refused to 
allow the tests and the Ohio Su 
preme Court upheld him, saying 
“the very great majority of per­ 
sons confined in penal institutions 
continually 
protest 
their 
inno­ 
cence.” 
Sheppard, 39, is serving a life 
sentence for the July 4. 1954, slay­ 
ing of his pregnant wife, Marilyn 
in their fashionable home in Bay 
Village, a suburb of Cleveland. 
His attorneys said in their ap 
peal Wednesday that: “ If counsel 
seeking 
to 
demonstrate 
factual 
error is to be hamstrung in his 
investigations by petty administra 
tive officials, the chances of clear 
ing 
innocent 
men 
become 
in 
creasingly remote.” 


This almost assured an economy 
recommendation,

nedy, judging from a couple of 
things that happened. 
He gave the committee warm 
thanks and his foreign aid direc­ 
tor. David Bell, endorsed the idea 
of reducing the amount of aid.

Then the struggle will be to get 
something between that maximum 
figure and whatever he considers 
the absolute minimum. 
But, while the vagueness of the 
report may give Kennedy some 
grief with Congress, it could be 
a convenience in dealing with oth­ 
er countries. 
Clay said he discussed with Bell 
what countries specifically should 
receive less or no foreign aid. 
And, since Bell helped Clay and 
the committee gather the informa­ 
tion on which 
the 
report was 
based, they probably wound up 
seeing eye to eye. 
That’s why it was no wonder 
that Bell, instead of waiting to 
give his views to Congress, this 
week in a speech predicted: 
The end of aid to Greece. Is­ 
rael and Nationalist China in three 
or four years and to Libya. Saudi 
Arabia and Venezuela after that.
